4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches the claimed invention substantially, but it fails to 
teach or suggest singly or in combination a test wrapper architecture and method for 
testing an electronic circuit having one or more hierarchical cores, the test wrapper 
architecture comprising: a first core having a wrapper input cell and a wrapper output 
cell, the wrapper input cell and wrapper output cell being configured to receive a primary 
input signal and a test input signal for the first core, and to output a primary output 
signal and a test output signal for the first core; a second core having a wrapper input 
cell and a wrapper output cell, the wrapper input cell and wrapper output cell being 
configured to receive a primary input signal and a test input signal for the second core. 
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and to output a primary output signal and a test output signal for the second core; 
wherein the wrapper input cell and the wrapper output cell of the second core are 
further adapted to receive a test input signal from the first core, and to output a test 
output signal to the first core, thereby enabling the first core and the second core to be 
tested in parallel as set forth in independent claims 1 , 22 and 35.
